ISRAELI WARPLANES TARGET 
WEAPONS-SMUGGLING TUNNELS

GAZA CITY, Gaza Strip Warplanes pressing 
one of Israel’s deadliest assaults ever against 
Palestinian militants widened their sights 
on Sunda}^ dropping bombs on smuggling 
tunnels that are a major weapons pipeline 
for the Gaza Strip’s Islamic Hamas rulers. 

Israel’s Cabinet authorized the military 
to call up 6,500 reserve soldiers for a pos- 
sible ground invasion and moved tanks, 
infantry and armored units to the Gaza 
border. Since it began Saturday, Israel’s 
offensive against Gaza rocket squads has 
been carried out exclusively from the air. 

Crowds of Gazans, backed by a bulldoz- 
er, breached the border wall with Egypt to 
escape the chaos. 

The airstrikes, which initially targeted 
Hamas security compounds, killed more 
than 280 Palestinians and wounded hun- 
dreds more in its first 24 hours, said Gaza 
health official Dr. Moaiya Hassanain. 
A Palestinian human rights group said 


among 251 dead it counted, 20 were chil- 
dren under 16 and nine were women. 

The Palestinian Center for Human 
Rights said it was difficult to keep an exact 
count because of chaos at hospitals, and dif- 
ficulty in identifying dismembered bodies. 

Battered militants managed to launch 
more than 20 rockets and mortars at Israeli 
border communities. The number of 
attacks was down sharply from a day earlier, 
indicating the Israeli airstrikes took a stiff 
toll. Israel’s head of military intelligence 
told Israel’s Cabinet on Sunday that Hamas’ 
ability to fire rockets had been reduced by 
50 percent. 

Still, two rockets struck close to Israel’s 
largest southern city, Ashdod, reaching 
deeper into Israel than ever before, and 
confirming Israel’s concern that militants 
are now able to put major cities within 
rocket range. No serious injuries were 
reported. The rockets landed some 23 
miles (38 kilometers) from Gaza, doubling 


VIOLENT BACKLASH 

Condemnations and protests against the 
Israeli offensive swept the Arab world 
for a second straight day, occasionally 
turning violent. A suicide bomber on a 
bicycle blew himself up in the midst of 
a large demonstration in northern Iraq. 
Israeli troops fired on a violent protest in 
the West Bank, killing a Palestinian man. 

the militants’ previous range. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ehud Olmert said 
it was unclear when the operation would 
end. The situation in southern Israel “is 
liable to last longer than we are able to 
foresee at this time,” he told his Cabinet. 

The carnage has inflamed Arab public 
opinion, and the diplomatic fallout came 
swiftly 

A Syrian official said Damascus would 
suspend indirect peace talks with Israel, 
begun earlier this year, over the Gaza 
attacks. 

The Israeli army says Palestinian militants 
have fired more than 300 rockets and mor- 
tars at Israeli targets over the past week and 
10 times that number over the past year.

Eirst Lady Laura Bush disagrees with critics who 
call the presidency of George W. Bush a failure. 
In an interview that aired on “Eox News Sunday,” 
Laura Bush said that under her husband’s watch, 
the U.S. toppled Saddam Hussein and liberated 
millions of people in Afghanistan and Iraq from 
oppressive governments, among other accom- 
plishments. 

Her response to specific criticisms follow. 

On the accusation that her husband’s presiden- 
cy was a failure: 

“I know it’s not, and so I don’t really feel like I 
need to respond to people that view it that way 
I think history will judge and we’ll see later.” 

On the Iraqi journaiist who threw his shoes at 
the president: 

“The president laughed it off ... As you know, 
he’s a natural athlete and ducked it. But on 
the other hand, it is an assault. And I think it 
should be treated that way And I think people 
should think of it that way 

‘As bad as the incident is, in my view, it is a 
sign that Iraqis feel a lot freer to express them- 
selves.” 

On the belief that Iraq was a distraction to the 
U.S. mission in Afghanistan: 

“I don’t think that’s true at all. We’ve stayed 
very, very invested in Afghanistan. ... I’ve met 
thousands, literally thousands, of different 
people who are Americans who are invested in 
Afghanistan in some way Women who are help- 
ing women there, the educated. Women who are 
helping with microfinance so that women can 
build small businesses and support themselves.”

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What’s next if 
for smokers? 




It’s been a year since the state banned smoking 
in public places. Could residences be next?

In the year since the Illinois smoking ban 
snuffed out cigarettes in bars, Jake Perry has 
drastically cut back— not on cigarettes, but 
on bars. 

“It’s just not fun anymore,” said Perry, 34, 
who used to hit the bars every weekend and 
now rarely ventures out. 

“%u have to go outside, you can’t drink 
your beer while you’re smoking a cigarette,” 
he said. “Even nonsmokers you’re with get 
annoyed because suddenly a bunch of people 
decide to go outside to smoke, so they’re left 
sitting by themselves.” 

Instead, Perry, an actor and writer, has 
friends over to his Lakeview condo, where 
he and his wife have stocked up on cartons 
of cigarettes that they buy when they’re in 
the suburbs or out of state to avoid Chicago’s 
high cigarette taxes. 

Vehemently opposed to what he considers 
an unconstitutional smoking ban. Perry takes 
heart that smoking is sacred in the privacy of 
his own home. 

But if Chicago follows the example of other 
cities across the country, residences could be 
the next front in the smoking wars. 

Several California cities have adopted 
legislation restricting smoking in apartments. 
In Calabasas, Calif —which made national 
headlines in 2006 when it banned smoking 
in all public places where anyone might be 
exposed to secondhand smoke, including 
sidewalks — a law enacted in February requires 
that 80 percent of apartment buildings be 
smoke-free by 2012. 

Even without legislation, landlords 
nationwide are increasingly opting to ban 
or restrict smoking in apartment buildings 
in response to a rise in complaints about 
secondhand smoke traveling between units, 
said Betsy Feigin Befus, vice president and 
counsel with the National Multi-Housing 
Council, which is based in Washington. 

“This is an emerging trend,” Feigin Befus 
said. 

For smoking rights activists, it’s an 
unnerving trend. Gary Nolan, U.S. regional 


THE RULES 

The Smoke-Free Illinois Act, in effect since 
Jan. 1, 2008, prohibits smoking in all public 
places, places of employment, student 
dormitories and government vehicles. It also 
bans smoking within 15 feet of any entrance 
or window of a place where smoking is 
prohibited. 

The only exemptions are private 
residences, retail tobacco stores, private 
rooms in nursing homes and no more than 
25 percent of hotel and motel rooms. Fines 
for violators range from $100 to $250, while 
the owner of a place where a violation 
occurs can be fined $250 to $2,500. 

director for the Citizens Freedom Alliance 
and the Smokers Club, said he has no problem 
with property owners choosing to make their 
buildings smoke-free if they wish, but forcing 
it through legislation infringes on private 
property rights, which he says are “already 
slipping through our fingers.” 

“My guess is they’re going to go after 
apartments and condos next, if not cars,” 
Nolan said. Several states already ban smoking 
in cars when a minor is present. “Their 
ultimate goal is to eliminate anybody being 
seen smoking,” Nolan said, “and every one of 
those steps is heading in that direction.” 

For nowin Illinois, anti-smoking proponents 
are more concerned with implementing the 
smoking ban in effect since Jan. i than waging 
a smoke-free apartment campaign. 

“We’re not ruling it out, but we’re still 
dealing with regular attempts to weaken 
the law as it exists,” said Mike Grady, the 
American Cancer Society’s Illinois director 
of public policy and government relations. 

Grady said there were seven separate 
bills offered in the last legislative session to 
repeal or weaken the Smoke-Free Illinois 
Act, including proposals to exempt casinos, 
veterans organizations, private clubs and adult 
entertainment venues. All were defeated. 

Rather than legislate, Illinois anti-smoking 
advocates hope to encourage landlords and 
condo associations to ban smoking voluntarily 
said Kathy Drea, director of public policy at

the American Lung Association of Illinois 
and Greater Chicago. 

“We get an unbelievable amount of calls on 
this issue,” Drea said. “We will be working on 
smoke-free apartment buildings or condos, 
just not through passing bills or legislation.” 
(The group does, however, plan to propose a 
bill to increase the Illinois cigarette tax from 
98 cents to $1.98 a pack, Drea said.) 

Landlords are legally entitled to ban 
or restrict smoking, so long as they add 
the provision at lease renewal rather than 
amend an existing lease, Feigin Befus said. 
Smokers are not a protected class under 
the Fair Housing Act or the Americans with 
Disabilities Act, and apartment owners may 
actually be held more liable for allowing 
smoking than restricting it because of the risk 
of fire and potential damage to other tenants’ 
health, she said. Smoking tenants also cost 
more in maintenance, as the carpets have to 
be cleaned and a special paint applied to the 
walls to block the odor once they move out. 



running $400 to $3,000. 

Condo associations also can ban or 
restrict smoking in their buildings, including 
in individual units, said attorney Charles 
VanderVennet, whose Arlington Heights- 
based practice concentrates on condos and 
homeowners associations. 

VanderVennet this year helped a 60 -unit 
North Shore condo building become smoke- 
free after several condo owners complained 
that they could smell the smoke coming from 
their neighbors’ units. At least 75 percent of 
the owners had to approve the smoke-free 
amendment to the condo covenant in order 
for it to be binding on everyone— and 82 
percent of them did. 

“I suspect they weren’t pleased,” 
VanderVennet said of the smoking condo 
owners. “But when the unit owner bought 
into the condo association, they are bound by 
the terms of the covenant, and the covenant 
said the document could be amended.” 

The Smoke-Free Environments Law 
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The ban’s impact 

From bars to beaches, from parks to the stage, cigarettes have been purged from much 
of the city Even connoisseurs who crossed oceans in May to attend the Chicagoland 
International Pipe andTobacciana Show, the country’s largest pipe collectors gather- 
ing, were relegated to smoking in a tent 15 feet away from the convention floor. 

As the first anniversary of the state’s smoking ban approaches, RedEye looked into 
how people and businesses have been affected. Studies on the impact of the ban have 
yet to be completed, so the evidence is anecdotal, alexia elejalde-ruiz 


Project, a Michigan-based initiative, said in 
a year-end report that there was “enormous 
growth” in smoke-free multi-unit buildings 
in 2007 and 2008, and it called smoke-free 
housing “the hot new amenity” 

In Chicago, a new apartment complex in the 
South Loop touts itself as the city’s first smoke- 
free apartment community Opened in June, 
AMLI 900 prohibits smoking anywhere in 
the building, including on balconies and on the 
rooftop deck. First-time violators get a warning, 
then are fined $250 for a second violation and 
$500 for violations thereafter. Fines are donated 
to the American Lung Association. 

“We have found that 99 percent of people 
walking through the door are very excited 
about the policy” said Jennifer Wolf, senior vice 
president at AMLI Residential. The complex is 
40 percent leased. 

Illinois has been slower than many other 
states to catch on to the smoke-free living 
wave. 

Jane Garvey, president of the Chicago 


Creative Investors Association, an educational 
group for landlords and property investors, said 
that while she thinks smoke-free apartments 
are a good idea, she hasn’t seen many landlords 
attempting it because they can’t always afford 
to turn smoking tenants away 

“Landlords are still having trouble finding 
people able to pay rent,” Garvey said. 

As he puffed on a cigarette outside a 
downtown bar on a recent 20 -degree evening, 
Mark Lancaster, 30, said banning smoking in 
residences crosses the line. 

Lancaster, who lives in Rogers Park, supports 
the smoking ban in bars. 

“It’s better for other people, and it’s not a 
problem for me,” he said before throwing his 
butt in a trash can (he hates when smokers 
litter). 

But if apartments are the next anti-smoking 
frontier, Lancaster said he won’t be so 
compliant. 

“I’d break that rule,” he said.

Smoking rates 

About 20.2 percent of Illinois adults 
smoked in 2007, according to the Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention. It 
remains to be seen if the state ban will 
drive that rate down, but many smokers 
say they’ve cut back. 

Jeremy Corderman, 27, of Oak Forest, 
said he used to smoke about 10 cigarettes 
during a typical night out at the bar, but 
after the smoking ban he goes outside for 
just two or three. His friend Jason Moore, 
28, of Lincoln Square, said the ban “made 
it easier to quit” when he decided to stop 
in May 

Carol Southard, a tobacco treatment 
specialist with Northwestern University 
Physicians Group who runs quitonce 
chicago.com, said she saw “a bit of a 
surge” in people trying to quit in January, 
but that has since died down. 

Calls to the Illinois Quit Line (866- 
QUITYES), run by the American Lung 
Association, increased to 7,791 new call- 
ers from January to March this year from 
6,887 during the same period in 2007. 

Ironically, some Chicago retailers say 
they’ve seen an increase in cigarette sales 
since the ban because people are buying 
in bulk (a pack of cigarettes costs $8 to 
$9 in Chicago, including tax). 

“We’re selling more tobacco products 
now than before the ban,” said Preetesh 
Duwuric, a cashier at a downtown 7- 
Eleven, where customers save $i if they 
buy two packs at a time. 

Hookah lounges 

Hookah lounges and cigar shops are 
among the few public places where 
people still can smoke inside. But some 
hookah lounge owners say the ban has 
saddled them with difficult restrictions 
and hasn’t brought them much addition- 
al business. 

The Smoke-Free Illinois Act allows 
smoking in retail tobacco stores that 
derive more than 80 percent of their reve- 
nue from the sale of tobacco and smoking 
accessories, but those venues cannot serve 
any liquor or food— including espresso 
drinks. (They can sell prepackaged items, 
like bottled water and sodas.) 

Mounir Zekkari, owner of Arabia 


Hookah Bar and Cafe in Noble Square, 
said the city recently slapped him with 
three tickets— for a total of $1,500 — for 
serving coffee and a banana. 

“Eventually, if I tell people that we 
don’t serve coffee, they’re not going to 
want to come,” he said. 

In addition, any new hookah lounges 
that opened after Jan. i must be located 
in a free-standing structure occupied 
solely by that business, which is hard to 
afford. 

“It’s basically crushed our dreams 
to expand,” said Ryan Khalil, owner of 
Hookah Hookah in Lakeview, which has 
been open for three years. 

Tobacco shops also haven’t become 
a refuge for smokers looking to puff 
indoors. When Mario’s Taco Shop in 
Humboldt Park decided to transform 
itself into the Caganchos cigar shop just 
before the ban, the owners thought it 
would become a destination for people 
to gather and smoke, but that hasn’t hap- 
pened, said Mario Martinez, whose fam- 
ily owns the business. 

Bar business 

Though it’s unclear if stagnant or dipping 
bar revenue is due to the bad economy or 
the smoking ban, Dan Clausner, executive 
director of the Illinois Licensed Beverage 
Association, said business has suffered 
much more in bars located near the bor- 
der of states where smoking is permitted, 
such as Wisconsin, Missouri and Indiana. 

“We’ve had some of our members 
{near the border] report as much as a 70 
percent decline from the previous year’s 
business,” said Clausner, whose group 
opposes the ban. 

Several Chicago bar owners inter- 
viewed said business has not been affect- 
ed by the ban. 

Uptown bar Big Chicks, which saw 
business plunge 50 percent when it vol- 
untarily banned smoking last year before 
the state ban went into effect, has seen 
business stabilize since all bars went 
smoke-free, owner Michelle Fire said. 

“The people who were mad at me 
eventually came around,” Fire said. “I 
know the staff suffers from less upper 
chest ailments.”

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Massive 
transit issues 
reigned in ’08

Chicago-area commuters began 2008 facing the 
threat of a mass-transit meltdown, and at year’s 
end transportation services in Illinois remain so 
dicey that icy winter roads aren’t being salted and 
plowed as much as in past years. 

Here are Getting Around’s picks for the top 
five transportation stories of 2008. 

1. CTA ‘Doomsday* 

In January state lawmakers prevented a transit 
“Doomsday” by approving new operating sub- 
sidies for the CTA, Pace and Metra. Although 
deep service cuts and fare hikes were avoided, 
relief from budget deficits was short-lived when 
Gov Blagojevich decided to offer free rides to 
senior citizens. As a result of all the non-paying 
transit customers as well as fuel prices soaring to 
record highs over the summer, the CTA and Pace 
will hike fares in 2009. 

2 . Economy hits O’Hare 

Expansion of O’Hare reached a milestone last 
month with the opening of the first new run- 
way in 37 years. But the additional flight capac- 
ity arrived at a time when it is hardly needed. 
The airlines have slashed flights, and it’s unclear 
whether 2009 will usher in an upturn. 

3. Suburban choo-choos 

Federal regulators approved a controversial plan 
to unclog some of the freight train traffic mov- 
ing through the Chicago area. The Canadian 
National Railway received the go-ahead to divert 
trains through the suburbs by acquiring the 
Elgin, Joliet & Eastern Railway from U.S. Steel. 

4. Got traffic? 

For an average of 13 hours and 19 minutes each 
day, vehicle speeds were less than 50 mph on 
at least 20 percent of the Chicago-area high- 
way system, according to the Federal Highway 
Administration. That was 42 more minutes of 
congestion daily compared with 2007. 

5. Smoother roads ahead 

A federal economic stimulus package that was 
being debated at the close of 2008 would include 
major funding to repair and expand the nation’s 
transportation infrastructure. Illinois would 
greatly benefit.

Whew

Remember all that talk late last week 
about the worst flooding in years? 

Well, roads were closed, basements 
waterlogged and low land submerged, but 
the large-scale flooding that might have 
been was not. And rain is out of the fore- 
cast until next year. 

“We have five days to dry out,” said Amy 
Seeley, a meteorologist at the National 
Weather Service. “If anyone did have 
problems, they don’t have to worry about 
any precipitation for a few days here.” 

The Chicago Water Reclamation 
District opened the sluice gates in 
Wilmette, sending storm and sewage 
water into Lake Michigan. But they did 
not have to open the gates at the O’Brien 


lock on the city’s South Side, said spokes- 
woman Jill Horist. 

Citywide, there was water in basements 
and standing on streets from slow-draining 
catch basins, but the river did not flood, 
said Tom LaPorte, spokesman for the 
Department of Water Management. 

Folks in Riverside stood on guard for 
flooding Saturday night into Sunday 
Some still were repairing damage from 
September, the last time the Des Plaines 
River surged. This time, the river stopped 
well over a foot shy of those levels. 

Not that the cleanup won’t be a pain 
for Gene Head, 50. The River Forest man 
has waist-high water in his basement. He 
had thrown away most of the stuff in his 
basement after the last flood and now he’ll 


likely throw away the rest, he said. 

About the only silver lining Head could 
find about Mother Nature’s two-punch 
combo is learning how to duck a little bet- 
ter on the second swing. He moved the 
cars before the storm, sandbagged the 
back door and knew better than to fret. 

“This time we were like, ‘There’s noth- 
ing you can do about it,’ ” he said. 

Several other areas, including 
Bolingbrook and Warrenville, saw roads 
closed and minor home flooding, but 
evaded the worst-case scenarios. 

“We have to plan for the worst and 
hope for the best, and what we got was 
somewhere in between those,” said Kent 
McKenzie, Lake County ( 111 .) emergency 
management coordinator.

Beginning in January, tlie city will restore decorative 
handrails on the Michigan Avenue bridge to a design 
reminiscent of their original 1920s Beaux Arts pat- 
tern while also replacing sidewalks on the bridge 
with non-skid fiberglass decking. 

The project will restore a stroke of beauty to 
one of the city’s most iconic tourist and pedestrian 
landmarks and address one of Chicago’s iciest river 
crossings. But it also promises to snarl pedestrian 
traffic for up to six months as first one side of the 
bridge and then the other is closed in the $3.5 mil- 
lion face-lift. 

“This is something that has been planned for at 
least a couple of years,” said Chicago Department 
of Transportation spokesman Brian Steele. Because 
pedestrian counts are lower now, he added, “winter 
is a better time to handle this type of construc- 
tion.” 

The bridge was designed by Chicago architect 
Edward Bennett. One of the first priorities of the 
plan was the double-deck bridge finished in 1920 
to link the north side of Michigan Avenue with the 
southern end and downtown. 

The interlaced diamond pattern of the original 
railings will be recreated (though with smaller gaps 
in the lattice, bringing them up to modern code) as 
new deck plates are installed to reduce the ice-rink 
quality the bridge has had in recent years. 

If Venice has its Bridge of Sighs, Chicago has on 
Michigan Avenue its Bridge of Muttered Curses. 
Four years ago, metal deck plates were covered 
with a polyurethane non-skid surface, Steele said. 
“Because of the high traffic on that bridge, it has 
deteriorated.” 

Though conceptually simple, renovating one of 
the city’s landmark bascule-style bridges involves 
painstaking attention to detail.

Santa gunman details emerge 


COVINA, Calif. Bruce and Sylvia 
Pardo started the new year 
in 2006 with all signs pointing to a 
bright future— an upcoming mar- 
riage, a combined income of about 
$150,000, a half-million-dollar home 
on a quiet cul-de-sac and a beloved 
dog, Saki. 

But things quickly turned sour 
and divorce documents paint a bitter 
picture of Bruce Pardo’s increasing 
desperation as he lost first his wife, 
then his job and finally the dog. By 
fall 2008, Pardo was asking a judge to 
have his ex-wife pay him support and 
cover his attorney’s fees. 

Pardo’s downward slide ended 
Christmas Eve, when the 45-year-old 
electrical engineer donned a Santa 
suit and massacred nine people at his 
former in-laws’ house, where a fam-

ily Christmas party was under way 
He then used a homemade device 
disguised as a present to spray racing 


fuel that quickly sent the home up in 
flames. 

Pardo had planned to flee to 
Canada following the killing spree 
but suffered third-degree burns in 
the fire— which melted part of the 
Santa suit to him— and decided to 
kill himself instead, investigators 
said. His body with a bullet wound to 
the head, was found at his brother’s 
home about 40 miles away 

The slaughter came six days after 
Pardo and his ex-wife appeared in 
court to finalize their divorce. Police 
believe the dead included Sylvia 
Pardo, 43, and her parents, Joseph 
Ortega, 80, and his 70 -year-old wife, 
Alicia. Other suspected victims were 
Sylvia Pardo’s two brothers and their 
wives, her sister and a 17-year-old 
nephew.

Hawks extend streak; showdown with Detroit next 


ST. PAUL Dustin Byfuglien led the Blackhawks to 
their franchise-record ninth straight victory, scor- 
ing two goals and adding an assist in a 4-1 win over 
the Minnesota Wild on Sunday night. 

The Blackhawks broke the team record of 
eight straight victories set in December 1971 and 
matched in January 1981.

The Blackhawks trail Detroit by four points in 
the Central Division with two games in hand. They 
will play Tuesday night in Detroit and Thursday in 
Chicago in the Winter Classic at Wrigley Field. 

For the second straight game, the Blackhawks 
charged to an early two-goal lead.

As smooth as Chicago was offensively with its 
skating and tape-to-tape passes, its defense con- 
tinued to be equally adept. The Blackhawks have 
allowed an average of 1.33 goals in the winning 
streak.

Jazmine Sullivan has always been ahead of sched- 
ule. 

“I came out of the womb singing,” the 2 i-year-old 
rising star said recently 

Sullivan currently has two hits from her debut 
album, “Fearless,” on the Top lo Billboard Hot 
R&B/Hip-Hop song chart— her 
breakout single, “Need U 
Bad,” and revenge song 
of the year “Bust 
Tour Windows.” 
It’s earned her 
five Grammy 
nominations. 

She was only 
slightly exag- 
gerating about 
her ultra-early 
musical entrance. 
Sullivan’s husky. 


attention-demanding voice first started eliciting 
shouts of “Sing it, girl!” when she was a soloist in 
the children’s choir at St. Andrew’s Fellowship 
Baptist Church in Philadelphia. By the time she was 
II, Sullivan was wowing host Steve Harvey, singing 
‘Accept What God Allows” on “Showtime at the 
Apollo.” But her oversize voice made her self-con- 
scious. 

“I had insecurities,” she said. “Everybody wants 
to have a really high, pretty voice and I had the 
opposite of that. People always asked me, ‘What’s it 
like to have a grown-up voice trapped inside a kid’s 
body?’ But then I realized as I got older that it was 
my low and raspy voice that drew people to me.” 

People like Stevie Wonder, whom Sullivan sang 
for at his grandson’s birthday party when she was 
13 - 

“I was so young,” she said. “I didn’t really under- 
stand the magnitude of what was going on.” 

She missed her first week at the High School 
for the Creative and Performing Arts in South 
Philadelphia because she was in London touring. 
And when she was a sophomore, she landed a record 
deal with Jive Records. 

Sullivan recorded “hundreds” of songs while she 
was signed to the label, most of them tentative col- 
laborations with other writers. But when she was 
i8, and set to embark on her full-time career 
after graduation, the label dropped her. 
“That was a big blow,” she said. “I 
was angry Everybody was going 
off to school, and I had already 
decided I wasn’t going to 
college because sing- 
ing was going to be my 
career.” 

Looking back, though, 
she understands why it 
didn’t work out. 

“They didn’t know 
what to do with me,” she 
said. “I was young and I 
didn’t know what to do with my 
own self I didn’t know who I was, so 
I couldn’t take control of my career and 
tell them what I wanted to do.” 

The solution for that was “to start writing my 
own songs, so I could make an album that reflects 
who I am.” Those songs, and a performance for leg- 
endary exec Clive Davis last year, earned her a new 
deal with J Records. 

Which led to “Fearless.” Despite the album’s title, 
two songs, “Lions, Tigers and Bears” and “Fear,” are, 
in fact, about the things that Sullivan is afraid of, 
which include love, gaining weight, fame and fail- 
ure. 

“I think it’s fearless to express that you have 
fears,” she said. “I think a lot of people don’t want 
to be that real or open with their audience, but I 
want to come straight out with it.”
